At the Navan District Sessions yesterday, 
before Mr. B. Goff, District Justice, further 
evidence was taken in the case against Mr. 
Timothy C. Crinion, who formerly practised 
in Navan as a solicitor, and was extradited - 
from Canada recently. The charges, which 
were partly heard at the last Court, were: 


Allerstown, Boye:stown, Navan, to pay cer- 
tain duties to enable him to administer the 
estate of her late husband: the receipt. and 
conversion to his own use of other moneys 
received from clients—viz., £2,830 5s., stand- 
ing in the name of Bridget McKeever in the 
Hi ian Bank, Navan; and the conversion 
to his own use of £975 received from Michael 
Walter Honey. . 

Mr. A. Steen, State Solicitor, prosecuted, 
and Mr. J. J. Shiel, Dublin, appeared for the 
accused. : 

LIMERICK SOLICITOR'S EVIDENCE. 
Mr. Michael Tynan, solicitor, Limerick, 
deposed to having acted for Mr. Edward 
Fitzgerald in the sale of his premises at New 
Pallas, Limerick. The contract was dated 
20th March, 1926, and the sale was to be 
closed on the 27th April. The contract was 
signed Michael Walter Honey and Timothy 
C..Crinion, The deed of conveyance was 
signed by Mr. Fitzgerald in the presence of 
the witness and Mr; Crinion, and Mr. Crinion 
passed the cheque for £998 9s. lid. This 
included the balance of the purchase money, 
the agreed costs of the vendor and. purchaser, 
and interest on the balance of the purchase 
money, according to the conditions of sale, 
As the cheque was not guaranteed, he refused 
to hand over the assignment. or Mr. Fitz- 
gerald’s documents of title, but undertook “to 
do so on the cheque pessing through. He | 
lodged the cheque on the 21st. August, 1926, 

e received a letter from Mr. Crinion, dated 
23rd August, 1926, which stated that he did 
not see the licence, asking if it was in order, 
and saying that, in the meantime, he had 
stopped payment of the cheque. He (Mr. 
Tynan wired Mr. Crinion;—‘* Original licence 
here, in rfeet. order:.--Shall I re-lodge 
chéque ?” He wrote confirming.this wire, aad 
in reply received a letter from Mr. Crinion 
to: re-lodge the cheque, as he was satisfied 
that everything was alright. The cheque 
was re-lodged, but he subsequently learned 
that payment was not made. As far as he 
knew that cheque or the money never reached 
Mr. Fitzgerald. The sale had not been com- 
pleted. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Shiel, the witness 
said that there was a deposit paid; he 
believed that there was £325, but he did not 
receive it. There was the usual forfeiture 
clause in the ‘ontract. . 


AN UNCOMPLETED SALE. 

Edward Fitzgerald said that he was the owner 
of licensed premises in New Pallas, Limerick, 
which were sold on March 4, 1926, for £1,300 
to Mr.~Honey; from whom he received the 
deposit of £325. :He instructed Mr. Tynan, 
Limerick, to act for him as his solicitor at 
the sale. “The ‘witness attended at Mr. 
Tynan’s office on the 20th August, and met 
Mr. Crinion there, and saw him give a 
cheque to Mr. Tynan for £998 9s. 114., 
rémarking at the same time that it was not 
a guaranteed cheque. The cheque was dis- 
honoured. He never received any part of it, 
and the sale of his premises to Mr. Honey 
was not completed, and Mr.. Honey forfeited 
the £325 deposit. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Shiels—You have 
your premises and as well ’—Yes, but I 
am at a big loss. I was negotiating about a 
place in Clonmel; and T had to leave it and 
gv back to the New Pallas place with my 
two hands down and all my customers gone. 

Further cross-examined, the witness said 
that a thousand pounds would not pay him 
for the transaction. 


HANDWRITING EXPERT. 

vaptels Moynihan deposed that he was 
Chief Officer in the Post Office Criminal 
Departiment, Aid & récdgnised authority on 
handwriting for thirty years.

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A Federated Council of all Associations 
ot Teachers in Northern Ireland is being 
formed with the object of promoting. the 
interest of teachers and education gene- 
rally. When primary, secondary and 
technical education was under, the con- 
trol of separate boards and governing 
bodies the necessity for a federation was 
not so apparent, but now that these are 
branches: of the one education system 
under the Ministry of Education, teachers: 
generally feel that they should be more 
closely associated than they are at present.

There were also present the Secretary of the 
Incorporated: Association of Assistant Masters 
of Secondary Schools.. the» Chairman of 
the Northern: Union of Teachers in Technical 
Institutions; and the Chairman’ of the’ 
Vigilance Committee (Primary Teachers). 

The genera) lines on which the constitution 
should be founded, and also suggested rules, 
were considered, and a sub-committee. was 
appointed to draw up these and report to a 
further meeting. 

NUMEROUS COMMITTEES. 

The number of committees now interested 
in educational matters in Northern Treland 
includes Education Authorities (Corporations), 
Educational Committees,.~ Regional  Com- 
mittees, District School Committees; Volun- 
tary School Committees (4 and 2 Committees), 
and Attendance Committees, . On. thesé com- 
mittees” $everal hundred members of the 
generai public are giving voluntary services. 
The number of committees has been further 
inereased by the formation of the new 
Association of Educational Committees, 
which is the equivalent in educational 
matters to the General Council of County 
Councils. 

The desire for amalgamation of effort has. 
spread to the teachers’ organisations, and in 
view of the number of pressing problems 
stil. requiring solution, such as the inspection 
svsiem and grading im primary schools and 
the pensions claims of secondary teachers, 
they ean: be of mutual help and assistance to 
each other. i 

THE INSPECTION SYSTEM. 

Teachers in elementary schools have “for 
years been protesting against the present in- 
spection svstem, and the subject will be one 
of the principal topics for consideration at 
the. Easter meeting of the Ulster Teachers’ 
Organisation. There is apparently no parti- 
cular standard of marking in any subject, 
and what might please one.inspector meets 
with the distipproval of his successor when 
the former is transferred to another district. 
Another apparent~injustice is the manner in 
which infant school teachers are “tated as 
" highly efficient,” while teachers in senior 
schodls doing much more important educa- 
tional work find it exceedingly difficult to 
obtain the “ hignly efficient ”’ rating. . As the 
“highly efficient ** marking not only involves 
the payment of w higher-salary, but is also an 
important qualification when applying for a 
better position, it is easy to understand the 
anxiety with which “teachers look forward to 
th. periodical ‘inspections. 

In order to remove some of the grievances 
of teachers against. the existing inspection 
system a Rating Appeal Committee has been 
established by the Ministry of Education, 
consisting of three. members—Dr. Garrett, 
Senior Chief Inspector (Chairman), Mr. Wil- 
liam ‘Parr, Revistrar of Stranmillis Training 
College, and Miss Allen, President of the 
Ulster Teachers’ Union. The object of the 
committee is to deal with appeals against 
inspectors’ reports. All documents will be 
laid before the committee, and the inspector 
and teacher concerned may be summoned to a 
personal hearing, The committee is not to 
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visit schools; but the Chairman may: furnish 
& report: or any inspector may be called upon 
to advise the committee on a case. The 
committee has no power to act, but its func- 
tient will. be to advise the Minister, who will 
continue to be responsible to Parliament for 
the decisions taken. The teachers’ represen- 
tative will be chosen eacli year in turn from 
the Ulster Teachers’ Association, the Irish 
National Teachers’. Organisation, and the 
Principal Teachers’ Union, While the estab- 
lishment of the Appeal Committee is a con- 
cession to the claims of the teachers, there is 
not likely to be any real satisfaction until 
the inspection system itself is either abolished 
or drastically amended. 

SECONDARY TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 


Secondary teachers, who have been press- 
ing for several years for -an amended and 
improved acheme of pensions in Northern 
Ireland, are ‘considerably ‘surprised at the 
statement made by the Minister of Finance 
in the Northern House of Commons to the 
effect that there is no reeord of an offer by 
the teachers to increase their contribution to 
the pension fund over and above the four 
yer cent. laid down im the regulations. Mr. 
irederick G.. Harriman, the Hon. Secretary 
of. the Joint Committee of | Secondary 
Teachers’ Association in Ulster, states on 
this point:—‘* I have a copy of 4 statement, 
dated October, 1924, which formed the basis 
of discussion at a deputation: received by 
Lord Londonderry and the Minister of 
Finance, and in it the Joint Committee 
recommended that the scheme should be 
brought into line with the recommendations 
of the Emmott. Report, both as -regards 
the benefits and contributions—i.e., a econ: 
tribution of 5 per cent. from teachers, ‘with 
4 per cent, from managers, and 25 per cent, 
from the State; the benefit to be a pension 
of 1-60th “for each year of service, together 
with a lump sum of 1-30th.” He adds that 
there is no possible ambiguity of any kind 
about that offer, except that it. should not be 
termed an offer—it is a just demand based 
on the most cogent reasons. 

Secondary téachers point out that it is 
not possible to attract teachers from Great 
Britain to Northern Ireland, or to retain 
the best teachers in Northern Ireland,.when 


« ‘better terms of pension are offered in Great 
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Britain. The rate of pensions. payable to 
secondary teachers in the North, by reason 
of the de-valuation of past service, is a 
serious blot upon the new educational 
system, particularly as more generous 
terms were given in this respect to technical 
and other teachers. The decision of the 
Northern Ministries of Education and 
Finance to conduct an actuarial investiga- 
tion into the present eystem should result 
in a scheme being evolved which will remove 
the injustice under which secondary teachers

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DUBLIN TO SAVE SHANNON SCHEME.

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Mr. P. J. McGilligan, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, attended the ad- 
journed special meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Comnferce yesterday afternoon, 
and spoke for an hour and a half in de- 
fence of the Electricity Supply Bill. 

A resolution protesting. against the 
principle embodied in the bill was pro- 
posed at a meeting of the Chamber on. 
Tuesday, and the proceedings were ad- 
journed so that Mr. McGilligan could 
attend. | 

PRESIDENT’S EXPLANATION. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason, President of the. Cham- 
ber, who presided, explained ‘that itt was the 
feeling of the meeting on Tuesday that, before 
coming to any decision on the resolution, they 
should have the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce with them to explain the various 
points referred to by the speakers. The 
Chamber, generally speaking, recognised the 
importance of maintaining very ciose touch 
with Ministers who were dealing with matters 
of commercial importance, and heal that in 
the future, as in the past, close touch would 
be maintained with Ministers who were deal- 

ig with such matters. (Applause.) 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
who was received with applause, said that he 
wanted to make his position perfectly clear. 
He came there in his capacity as a Minister 
of the State, and he wanted it to be clearly 
understood that he was not going to remain 
under any conditions which a member of any 
Government or a Minister of the State would 
consider to be undignified. 

The Chairman said that he thought that 
he should make it clear to Mr. McGilligan 
that he was there on the express invitation 
of the general meeting of the Chamber, which 
was adjourned for the purpose of hearing him 
make a statement with regard to the Elec- 
tricity Supply Bill. He took it that no one 
who was not a member of the Chamber was 
present, except the Minister, who was there 
at the invitation and at the request-of the 
( hamher. 

The Minister said that he would like to say 
that there was bound to be a reaction as be- 
tween dephtations coming from that Chamber 
to the Government and the attitade adopted 
by members of that Chamber, and if he 
offered, at their request, to come and explain 
things, the procedure should be the same as 
that for deputations from that Chamber that 
were received by the Government. 

Mr. Barry, explaining the procedure adopted 
at the previous day's meeting, and why no 
Minister had been asked to attend.jt, assured 
the Minister that. so far as he was concerned, 
and so far as any member of the Chamber was 
concerned, there was no discourtesy intended 
in not arranging for him to attend the pre- 

us meeting. 


THREE POINTS. | 

(he Minister, dealing with the resolution, 
said that the points. te -be discussed were 
rhree—distribution, the sale of electricity in the 
City of. Dublin, and the prospect of their 

ng taken over by the Shattion Electrical 
Board. There was also the question of com- 
pensation for the taking over of the electricity 
supply of the City of Dublin—he believed 
t was confined to Dublin. Mr. Eason had 
asked four questions, and he could answer 
them very briefly. 

If the Dublin undertaking was acquired it 
would be for the benefit of the consumer of 
electricity in Dublin; it would be for the 
benefit of the consumer in the country; and it 
would be for the benefit of the Shannon 
scheme. He had nothing to do with the 
ratepayers. Electricity im the future was 
going to hang by its own tail. Electricity 
as a service would be a distinct service or 
nothing else, and whatever profits came from 
electricity should go to the consumers and 
nobody else. - When he said that if the 
Dublin undertaking were acquired it would 
be for the benefit of the consumer in Dublin, 
and the consumer in the rest of the country, 
he did not mean, as 1t had been alleged his 
meaning was in discussions during the last 
fortnight, that there was going to be any 
seizing of the Dublin undertaking, which had 
at present a very low liability, and using that 
low liability to give cheaper terms to con- 
sumers in the country than they would get 
if the Dublin undertaking was not taken over. 

The people who asserted that had no regard 
for what went on in their own Parliament. 
That question was put*to him, and he had 
promised a clause which would make it 
that the costs of distribution im 
any area would be proportionate to the 
liability taken over from that area, and that 
the liability taken over from any other area 
could not, in any scheme of things, be put 
on the Dublin consumer.. He had the actual 
draft amendment in his pocket at the moment. 
It had not been seen by the draughtsmen, 
but there was the clearest assurance that 
there could be no such taking over of the 
small Dublin liability and using it to ease the 
consumer in any other area of the country 
than Dublin. 

WHAT MUST BE SOLD. : 

The Shannon scheme, to be remunerative, 
had to-sell 110 million units of electricity. 
The consumption, by the time that the 
Shannon began to supply the electricity im 
the spring of 1929, might, in the ordinary 
course, be expected to reach about 75 million 
to 80 million uni's, and the problem that 
had to be faced was, in order to get elec- 
tricity at the very low rates spoken of by 
the experts, to increase the consumption from 
75 million units to 110 million units. 

lí the Dublin consumption was not brought 
in—and it was roughly one-half of the con- 
sumption of the entire country—the cost of 
electricity to the consumer in the country 
would be an intolerable burden; but if the 
Dublin consumers were brought in at a small 
rate, guaranteed under the experts’ pro- 
gramme, instead of the rest of the at 
having to buy 110 million units, they woul 
only have to buy one-half of it. The rate- 
payers, so long as no extra burden was put 
on them, were outside his scheme of things 
altogether. 

Much had been made in the Press of his 
having said that no guarantee could be given 
as regards the price of current. At the time 
he said that he was debating an intricate 
joint raised by a deputy in the Dail, and 
another deputy -said: ““ Would yen. ES a 
guarantee as to price ?”’ Very ama Y; he 
said: “ Me give a guarantee ’* and the House 
laughed. The point was very badly put. A 
guarantee given by a Minister without refer- 
ence to facts m-1nt nothing to anybody. 

Dealing with costs under various heads, 
the Minister said that the Board would be 
able to sell appliances much cheaper than 
they were sold at the moment, and would 
be able to wire houses much cheaper than 
they were being wired at present. In addi- 
tion, the Board had been given money with 
which to make advances to people for the 
wiring of their houses, and the cost could be 
spread over a number of years. 


COMPENSATION QUESTION. 

The cost of taking over an area would have 
to be met afterwards by the electricity con- 
sumers of that area, and if his Board took 
over the Dublin undertaking, assuming all its 
liabilities, and if, in addition, there must be 
compensation for taking over the station, 
that would have to be ES by the 
Dublin consumers in the future. He was told 
that the Dublin undertaking was worth two 
millions. He could pay two millions ua- 
morrow if the Dail gave it to him, but he 
wanted to know what was to be done with -t. 
Who was to get it, and who was to pay fcr 
it hereafter’? It would be paid by charges 
on the electricity consumer for a period of 
years. Look at the logic of that! 

There was a sum of £1,300 to be paid, 
with the exception of 000. How? as.

He 
did not think that out of lam came such 
an idea, and he wondered if the unfortunate 
consumers knew what they were up against 
when these amendments were being made. 
He had been told that $1,500,000 had been 
offered for the Dublin station, but he did 
not believe it. 
Speaking of the cost of the Shannon 
scheme, the Minister said that he had no 
reason to alter his opinion that the civil 
engineering side of the scheme could be car- 
ried out for the money mentioned, and there 
was no possibility of the scheme running | 
into ‘the fantastic figure that had been spoken. 
of, The experts, he said, answering a. point 
of Mr. Jacob, did not look forward to this | 
bill, but they did not look askance at it, 
Mr. Jacob was responsible for one phrase 
which he welcomed, and if it represented 
the note that was going to be struck 
throughout the country, he thought it had 
been very well said. Mr. Jacob, in effect, 
said that they should not take the profits 
from the consumers of electricity and give 
them to the general ratepayers. If he could 
get it realised throughout the country that 
that was what ought to happen, they would 
have gone a big step—that all profits should 
go to the consumers. That was the Electri- 
city Bill, with an addition that electricity 
consumers should pay for electricity and 
nothing else. (Applause.). 
i SECRETS. 
Sir Thomas Esmonde had suggested that 
there was some mystery about the bill. He 
was quite ready to stand cross-examination 
as to the costs, and all sorts of things as 
long as the people would realise. that he 
tad made a very intricate type of contract 
with, what he beljeved to be, one of the 
biggest electrical firms in the world. 
Certain things in the contract would 
bheir have to stand over for arbitration.' 

ay by day hig engineers were watching the 
German engineers, and were trying to keep 
down the price of the work to the estimated 
cost. It was the case of the contractors 
versus the man who paid the price for the 
work, and he certainly thought that he 
ought not to be asked to reveal anything 
in the nature of prices, or to give any indica- 
tion if it. were going to have an adverse re- 
action on the. contract while it was being 
carried out, 
With those exceptions, he was prepared to 
answer any reasonable questions about the 
work, but not. questions which would 
embarrass him in his dealings with the con- 
tractors, or which would tie him if he had to 
come to arbitration. He had given a fair 
indication as to how the scheme was working 
out. (Hear, hear). 

THE FINAL COST. 

That ought to answer Mr. Barry’s ques- 
tions. He wondered whether that was the 
only thing that Mr. Barry thought was an 
objectionable feature—simply that the scheme 
would fail and would cost more, and that the 
expert figures would be proved to be wrong. 
If that were Mr. Barry's attitude he should 
have said that in the working out of the con- 
tract. Nothing had so far occurred to make 
him alter his mind as to the final cost of the 
scheme. There could be no question of that 
until he would go to the Dail for more money 
and until it was clear to his mind that the 
scheme was going to cost more. 

“I am not,” said Mr. MoGilligan, con- 
cerned at this point whether the Dublin con- 
sumer gets his generation and distribution 
costs at a lower price so long as in the end 
he gets his current cheaper. it he does there 
should be no complaint that he has been made 
to take the Shannon current. If the Shannon 
scheme does not pay, who is going to meet 
the cost? The taxpayers; not the rate- 
payers.’ ' 

If Dublin could get. current at the same rate 
from the Shannon as it now got it from the 
local station, Dublin should be made to take 
the current. If it did not take the current, 
then there would be a number of million 
units that could not be sold, and there would 
be a loss to the Shannon scheme, and Dublin 
taxpayers would have to pay the difference. 


_ THE BULK PRICE. 

Dealing with Mr. Barry’s question—‘ If the 
Dublin undertaking were ired, how would 
consumers and ratepayers benefit ?’’—the 
Minister ‘said that they would benefit b 
getting cheaper electricity. because the bul 
price would be less than that of electricity 
locally generated, and there would be economy 
in distribution. In addition, there would be 
no obligation in the future for chpital ex- 
— for generation extension, as the 

hannon. scheme could meet all needs for 
many years to come. Mr. Ba said that 
to bring the current in bulk to Fleet street 
would cost .65 of a penny, but he did not 
know where Mr. Barry got that fi 

Generation of current in Dublin cost in 
March, 1924, 1.1 pence per unit; in 1925, .99 
of a penny, and in 1926 .74 of a penny. He 
did not believe these fi to be completely 
correct. (Laughter.) In 1925, when the cost 
was .99 of a penny, Mr. Kettle, the City 
Electrical Engineer, giving evidence before a 
Private Bill Committee, gave as the cost of 
ROAD 1.1 pence, and there might be more 

iscrepancies. Taking the 1926 figure of .74 
of a penny, if the Shannon scheme delivered 
it at .65 there would be a saving to the con- 
sumer, Mr. Barry said that the cost would 
be brought from .75 of a penny to .6 of a 

y per unit by the normal price of coal at 

1 a ton, Until coal dropped to 14s. a ton, 
delievered at Pigeon House, they would not 
generate electricity at .6 of a penny, and 
they would get the cost at .5 when coal 
dropped to 9s. 7d. a ton. (Applause). When 
that day came they would have a further 
meeting in that: room. (Laughter.) 


THE TRANSFORMER. 

The Minister next spoke of the flexibility 
of the Shannon scheme, and pointed out that 
the capacity of the Dublin station was about 
15,000 kilowatts, and the Engineer had 
entered into a contract for an additional 
5,000 kilowatts, The transformer station for 
Dublin would have three times that capacity, 
and they could easily realise what a huge 
expenditure it would involve for the Dublin 
station to increase its output to that extent. 
It would mean a probable expendiure of

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BUDGET CONSIDERATIONS. 


There is a feeling of relief amongst 
business men generally in the North that 
are no worse than 


the new duties on matches will help 
local manufacture against foreign 
competition, but it is questionable if 
dearer cigarettes, cigars, and plain tobacco 
will enrich the exchequer to any appreci- 
able degree, if at all, as many admirers 
of my lady njcotine have already declared 
their intention of curtailing their smokes. 
The licensed trade are disappointed that 
there is to be no decrease in the duty 
on spirits, while the temperance advocates 
are jubilant at Mr. Churchill’s decision 
not to make the toper’s path less thorny. 
Satisfaction, however, is expressed at the 
extra charge on foreign wines, and par- 
ticularly on a cheap concoction in the 
nature of port—known locally as ‘‘ Red 
Biddy ’’—which is responsible for frequent 
parades of worshippers of Bacchus before 
the loca] magistrates. The preference 
given to imperial products is commended, 
and it is felt that further protection in 
other directions would lead to the reduc- 
tion of unemployment. In this respect 
the example of the Free State is noted, 
as having induced capitalists to establish 
business concerns in the South so as to 
escape the imposition of duty on their 
manufactures. The Northern people may 
be dissatisfied, but they are helpless in 
such matters, After all, the Six Counties 
are but an insignificant spot in the im- 
perial picture—when big things are being 
done. 


IMPROVING THE CITY. 


The Corporation are carrying out im- 
portant repairs to some of the main 
thoroughfares of the city, and gangs of 
men are employed in digging up the old 
macadam on either side of the tram lines 
and relaying the roadway with square sets. 
This was rendered necessary by the heavy 
motor traffic which every day is becoming 
more extensive, and, although a good deal 
of inconvenience is caused. while “' the 
streets are up,” there are no complaints, 
and the job, so far as completed, is an 
excellent one. The Limestone road, lead- 
ing towards the Cave Hill, has been 
widened, but a more ambitious scheme in 
the centre of the city has been abandoned 
for the present. The boulevards along the 
River Lagan, bordered by the Ormeau 
Park, are completed and add greatly to 
the beauty. of the district, while the 
stretch on the western side of the bridge 
will soon be finished. Trees are being 
planted, and in the years to come these 
broad roadways will be worthy of the 
capital city of Northern Ireland. 

The system of traffic control in the city 
streets has been the subject of favourable 
comment in both official and judicial 
circles, while the ordinary pedestrian has 
also cause for thankfulness. It is note- 
worthy that accidents have not increased 
in proportion to the volume of traffic, but 
rather the reverse, and probably no city 
of its size is more free from motor 
accidents than Belfast, When the enormous 
number of motor vehicles constantly using 
the thoroughfare is taken into considera- 
tion there is certainly reason for con- 
gratulation.

THE MIGHTY ATOM. 


The report just issued by the Ministry 
of Agriculture contains some interesting 
reading, especially the portions dealing 
with dairying. The development of the 
butter trade should interest every farmer 
in Ireland, North or South, as agriculture 
occupies the premier position in industry. 
Strangely enough, even the humble egg is 
a very “mighty atom” in the economy of 
the country, and the officials of the 
Ministry have, from time to time, stated 
that the millions of eggs exported yearly 
across the Channel add more to the pros- 
perity of Ulster than the world-famed 
shipyards on the Lagan! 

Most people would hardly credit such a 
statement, but it is supported by facts and 
figures. More attention ought to be paid 
to the expansion of the business in dairy 
produce, Denmark sends vast quantities 
of butter to Great Britain, and there is no 
reason why the whole of Ireland; with 
proper methods and co-operation between 
both States, should not capture. a large 
share of that trade. The Irish article com- 
mends itself by its superb quality—country 
as well as creamery—but it requires proper 
marketing facilities.

6s. 4d., as compared with 1925, was due 
principally to the coal strike and the con- 
sequent dislocation of trade, which is, no 
doubt, quite correct, but no reference is 
made to the very much greater reduction 
in revenue as compared with 1924. The 
coasting and cross-Channel trades showed 
a reduction of 442,694 tons net register, 
while the increase in the foreign trade was 
only 127,251 net register tons. The net 
surplus on the year’s working was £10,568 
12s. 5d., which was £2,108 15s, 10d. less 
than the previous year. The figures were 
considered not unsatisfactory by the Board 
in the circumstances. No public interest 
was taken in the meeting, the harbour 
ratepayers being represented by their two 
auditors. 

The comparative statement of goods im- 
ported and exported in connection with 
the port was also submitted to the meet- 
ing. A few of the figures may be of 
interest. There were 6,072 tons of bacon. 
exported, while 3,198 tons were imported. 
Apples and pears showed a substantial 
increase with 9,925 tons, but only 171 
tons were exported, and we received 7,561 
tons of oranges. The North exported 
15,567 tons of eggs, more than 1,100 tons 
over the previous year’s figures; -but, 
singular to relate, we imported 2,364 tons 
of butter,, while we only exported 2,103 
tons, a circumstance which proves that 
even the home market is neglected. 
Potatoes show a vast increase in the 
quantity exported, the figures being 99,262 
tons, as against 68,068 tons the previous 
year. The export of whiskey has decreased 
remarkably, only 5,708 tuns being sent out 
as against 11,851 tuns for 1925. Cattle 
presents a big decrease in the export 


year. These figures are sufficient to show 
that there is room for improvement in the 
produce of the dairy, while the prohibitive 
price of whiskey to the working classes 
probably accounts for the decline in the 
distilling trade.

THE NATIONAL WAR MEMORIAL. 
LETTER FROM SIR DUNBAR P. BARTON. 
TO TILE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Will you allow me to express my 
dissent from the opinion that, because the 
Merrion square Bill has been rejected, the 
Irish National War Memorial is at an end? 
I feel that I am under an obligation to do so 
because the original meeting which started 
the movement, eight years ago, selected me 
to move the resglution for its inauguration 
and to be the chairman of the Executive 
Committee. I acted in that capacity down to 
the time when the Merrion square Scheme 
was decided upon as the best of several rival 
proposals, and I have kept in touch with the 
movement throughout. 

I doubt whether the proposal to return the 
money to the subscribers is either practicable 
or legal; but, even if it is practicable and 
legal, is it right? Is the idea of a memorial 


On one occasion Mr. Croker expressed 
a wish to “adopt “witness s little boy, 
Edmond.

DISCUSSIONS ON MERITS OF 
HORSES. 

Mr. Thomas J. Fleming, Clerk of the Course 
to the Irish Turf Club,. said that he was a 
personal friend of the late Mr. Richard Croker 
since 1905. Mr. Croker told him that he had 
bean refused permission to ‘train his horses at 
Newmarket, in consequence. of which he came 
to reside in Ireland. His first horses were 
trained by Mr. Parkinson at Maddenstown 
Lodge, the Curragh. After Mr. Croker’s 
horse, Orby, had won the Derby in 1907 the 
witness visited him si ve at. Glencairn, 
and they were on intimate and friendly terms. 
Witness’s business in life at that time was 
concerned with Horses, and Mr. Croker sought 
his advice on innumerable dceasions as to the 
merits of his horses and the breeding stud. 
Mr. Croker attributed the reason for refusal 
of permission to train at Newmarket to the 
fact that he was always very anti-British in’ 

litics and on account of his connection with 

ammany Hall, New York. 
RELATIONS WITH FAMILY. 

“ Mr. Croker,” said the witness, *‘ had very 
strong anti-British feelings always. If it was 
only a. fight or a tennis match in which 
England was engaged, and England was 
beaten, Mr. Croker was delighted. I do not 
think I ever met anybody more anti-British 
than Mr; Croker “was.” -: Prior to’ 1914. Mr.

McDonald continued to act for Mr. Croker 
until his death, when Mrs. Croker appointed 
another solicitor, who was a very prominent 
Republican at the time, and who acted for 
her until he went “on the run” shortly 
alterwards. He was aware of all the rules 
relating to the warning off racecourses of un- 
qualified persons; and Mrs. Croker, or any- 
one else for her, could not enter or run a 
horse under the rules of the Irish National 
Hunt Steeplechase Committee.

Croker was a great enthusiast about 
boxing and fighting men, and told him that 
Jack Dempsey would beat anyone in the 
world. Witness’s opinion was different. 

DISCUSSIONS ON BOXING. 

He thought that. Carpentier would’ beat 
Dempsey. They had several discussions. Mr. 
Croker wanted Dempsey to win; witness 
wanted Carpentier ‘to win arid felt sure that 
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to be abandoned becanse of a set-back? “That 
is not the spirit in which these brave men 
earned a memorial, and it is not the spirit in 
which they should be remembered, 

I do not understand the Government to 
have offered any discouragement to a 
memorial. Their objection was to the site, 
and many of the supporters of the memorial 
entertained a similar objection.

Life in lreland. 


In his letter to us to-day Mr. Charles 
Summer Bird, án American citizen, who 
often exchanges the streets of Boston for 
the fields of Meath, writes of Ireland as 
a resort for sportsmen. The letter is not 
concerned with the ordinary aspects of the 


| tourist problem or, indeed, with the tourist 


problem at all. Every casual holiday- 
maker is welcome to this country; all 
leave money behind them, and all—from 
the Lancashire trippers who “do” 
Killarney breathlessly during a week’s end 
to. the Americans who come for the Horse 
Show—ought to receive such treatment as 
will encourage them to return. They serve 
a useful purpose, so long as the thing is 
not over-done. No thoughtful Irishman 
cares to envisage his country merely as 
another Switzerland, a sort of glorified 
caravanserai, thriving on the physical 
requirements of recurring hosts of 
strangers. Mr. Bird’s letter unfolds a 
different and, in our view, a worthier 
prospect. He declares, from his own ex- 
perience, that there is no finer place than 
Ireland for ail forms of. outdoor sport. 
She has “‘great historic monuments, 
splendid houses and parks, unexcelled 
country for hunting, fishing and shoot- 
ing.” In all parts of the world live 
men who. delight in these sports, and; 
having money and leisure; are prepared. to 
travel far for them. Mr. Bird suggests that 
the Free State Government shall make an 
organised effort to persuade such well-to-do 
persons, Englishmen arid Americans, to 
spend some weeks, or months, of every 
year in this country: He could have 
mentioned also the substantial number of 
Irishmen, the exiles of recent years, whom 
a very slight inducement would bring 
back to their well-loved woods and familiar 
streams. Such persons—hunting men, 
anglers, game-shooters and golfers—would 
not be transient passengers. They would 
occupy mansions which are now empty, 
would spend large sums of money, would 
create employment, would pay taxes to 
the Free State, would acquire a friendly 
interest in our affairs and would enrich 
our social life in a hundred ways. We 
agree with Mr. Bird that the achievement 
which he contemplates would be a real 
work of nation-building, 

The thing can be done, and ought to be 
done; but, if it is to be done, the Free 
State Government must make a fresh 
start. Mr. Bird’s tactful criticism de- 
serves its special respect as coming from a 
man full of good-will, and removed from 
all the contentions of Irish politics.. The 
truth is that to-day the Government is 
enacting on a national scale the grave 
blunder of citizens who cripple their sons’ 
careers by forcing them into uncongenial 
occupations. In its ill-considered en- 
deavour to make the Free State an indus- 
trial country the Government is sacrificing 
certainty to illusion. The Free State can- 
not hope to compete with the mass pro- 
duction of England, the United States and 
Germany. In that vain effort the Govern- 
ment is depressing the country’s one vital 
industry and is abolishing, one after 
another, with a fatal persistency,

Mr. McGilligan’s Defence. 


The Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce was on his defence at the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
when he spoke for an hour and a half 
in an attempt to justify his Shannon Elec- 
tricity Supply Bill. Mr. McGilligan’s 
speech was a clever essay in special 
pleading, but he evaded the main 
issue; and something more than 
debating ability will be necessary to 
convert the ratepayers of Dublin to his 
point of view. On certain matters he was 
quite frank. In order that the Shannon 
scheme: may pay its way, he announced, a 
demand must be created for 110,000,000 
units of electricity. By the spring of 
1929, when Shannon current will be avail- 
able, there will be an estimated load of 
75,000,000 or 80,000,000' units, leaving a 
minimum of 50,000,000 units outstanding. 
Ol this consumption Dublin will account 
for about fifty per cent. Unless the 
Dublin. undertaking js acquired, there- 
fore, there will be a demand for only 
about 40,000,000 units when the Shannon 
begins to yield current, with the inevit- 
able result that the consumers in other | 
parta of the country will be saddled with 
“ an intolerable burden.’’ Dublin, said 
the: Minister, can break the Shannon 
scheme. If the new Board does not 
acquire the metropolitan undertaking, the 
scheme will not pay, and the general tax- 
payer will be compelled to make good its 
losses. We are asked to buy this under- 
taking out, complained Mr. McGilligan, 
and to pay adequate compensation to the 
ratépayers. Who asked anybody to buy 
it out? If the Government had followed 
the original plan, as outlined in the 
Experts’ Report two years ago, and had 
delivered current to the municipalities in 
bulk, there would have been no necessity 
for any acquisition, with or without com- 
pensation. If the municipal undertakings 


cab. be demanded is that their owners 
shall get-fair treatment. 

From al] the tangle of arguments and 
counter-arguments in which the issue has 
become involved one clear fact emerges. 
When the original Shannon scheme was 
introduced no mention was made of the 
necessity to acquire municipal undertak- 
ings. Surely, however, the promoters of the 
scheme either knew, or they did not know, 
that these undertakings must be acquired. 
in order that it might pay. If they 
knew, they must have concealed their 
knowledge, in which case they have been 
guilty of a serious breach of faith with 
Dáil Eireann and the general public. 
If they did not know, their original calcula- 
tions were wrong, or at least incomplete, 
and some new facts must have come te 
light in the meanwhile to make the 
present bill necessary. We refuse to 
believe that Mr. McGilligan or any of his 
advisers deliberately misled the country, 
and so we are forced to the conclusion that 
they shared the general belief two years 
ago that there would be no interference 
What has 
happened since 1925 to shatter that belief ? 
Mr. McGilligan admits, by implication, 
that he was too sanguine in his estimate 
of demand; and we fear that he is ‘in 
danger of falling into the same error now. 


He stated yesterday that it would be “an. “w 


easy matter ”' to double, or even treble, the 
present consumption of electric current in 
Dublin, citing in support of his prophecy 
the cases of Amsterdam, Copenhagen and 
The Hague. There is no analogy between 
Dublin and any of these sities. The 
Minister was frank yesterday up to a 
certain point. Why should he not lay all 
his cards on the table? Everybody is 
liable to make a mistake, and if Mr. 
McGilligan will confess that the Shannon 
scheme is not quite so easy as it seemed to 
be in the first enthusiasm of its concep- 
tion, the taxpayers will not shirk their 
unpleasant duty. If, on the other hand, he 
persists in his present attitude of trying 
to cover up one blunder by another, 
he will be guilty of a grave folly. Last 
evening the Farmers’ Party refused, by 
a substantial majority, to throw in its 
lot with the Government. The farmers, 
like all other sane Irishmen, dread the 
threat of confiscation contained in Mr. 
McGilligan’s bill. We hope that the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce to-day will 
give the Government an equally significant 
warning.

The Revival of Shipbuilding. 


A year ago the shipbuilding industry in 
Great Britain and Ireland was in a 
languishing state. The shipbuilding re- 
turns of Lloyd’s Register for the first three 
months of this year show a gratifying im- 
provement. At the beginning of this 
month the amount of shipping undér con- 
struction was 1,216,932 tons—no less than 
374,000 tons more than at the same season 
a year ago. In other countries shipping of 
tonnage of 1,352,932 tons is under con- 
struction—an excess of 136,000 tons over 
the amount under construction in British 
yards. A year ago, however, the foreign 
excess was more than three times as larze. 
It appears, therefore, that Britain is re- 
covering her great pre-eminence in the 
shipbuilding industry, despite the handi- 
cap of high wages and high taxation caused 
by the nation’s effort in the Great War. 
Germany, however, is the second largest of 
shipbuilding countries, and. Italy, ‘which 
held second place last year, now is third. 
The United States of America still are the 
fourth largest shipbuilders. It is encourag- 
ing to learn that the total merchant ton- 
nage under construction throughout the 


: year represented a tonnage of 579,839 tons,

| LONDON LETTER. 


WOMEN’S . FRANCHISE. —

The Prime Minister announced in the 
House of Commons this afternoon that the 
Government had decided to introduce a 
bill to extend the franchise to women of 
twenty-one. This announcement is the 
result of three Cabinet meetings in succes- 
sion, the last being held this morning ; 
and it is unders that the decision was 
taken because the itions of the Prime 
Minister and the Home Secretary were 
considered difficult in view of the pledges 
which they had given on the subject. 
Lord Birkenhead and Mr. Churchill 
object to the inclusion ef--young women 
on the electoral roll, and it is said that 
their conviction as to the inadvisability 
of the proposed addition has not been 
altered by the discussions, The decision 
is of the Cabinet, however, and it will be 
supported by all its members. 


A F emale Majority. 


The House of Commons received the 
announcement with cheers and laughter, 
Lady Astor in particular being highly 
elated. A number of questions were put 
to the Prime Minister to elucidate doubt- 
ful eT concerning the introduction “of 
the bill, expenditure of candidates, the 
date when the new electors would be able 
to vote, and redistribution. It seems that 
the bill is to be introduced in the autumn 
session of this year, so that new electors 
will be able to vote should there be a 
eneral election before the normal life of 
the present Parliament comes to an end. 
The bill will not deal with redistribution, 
while the question of expenditure is to 
be considered. There are at present 
12,667,503 men ‘and 9,587,121 women on 
the Parliamentary register in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, and it is 
estimated that over four and a half 
million women will be added to that 
number if the franchise is given at 
twenty-one. Women voters will then be 
in a majority over men. Fá at 


A Doubtful Measure. 


Members in the Lobby were not, as a 
rule, enthusiastic on the question of yotes 
for young women, and in. a number of 
cases it was suggested that votes at 
twenty-five for both sexes ‘would meet tho 
situation better than anything else. The 
statement of the Prime Minister that the 
question of .election expenses would be 
taken into consideration was welcomed, 
since it is not concealed that the addition 
of a great number of new voters to the 
register, with attendant increase of ex- 
nses at election times, is a great factor 
in the dislike of many members for tne 
proposal. In the Lobby the .idea is that 
the Cabinet has been fiivett by circum. 
stances to act against its better judgment 
That the bill is not to be introduced until 
next session is looked upon as favouring 
those desiring to see it cover other electoral 
questions apart from the franchise. 


The Chinese Situation. 


The Cabinet reviewed the Chinese situa- 
ticn to-day, and the meeting was remark- 
able for the attendance of Earl Beatty, 
the First Sea Lord of the Admiralty, and 
Sir Hugh Trenchard, the Air Chief 
Marshal. It is possible that the Govern- 
ment may decide to send more naval and 
Air Force details.to China, though it may 
not be to the neighbourhood of Shanghai. 
These. may include an entirely new fleet 
of flying boats. The situation is mysterious 
at the moment; for it seems that the 
forces of Marshal Chang Tso-lin are 
-driving the Cantonese before them with 
comparative ease, and the fact that Pukow 
has heen reoccupied and that Nanking is 
in a precarious position reveals a possi- 
bility that the P idem forces may again 
occupy Shanghai at no distant date. The 
loss of ow, the terminus of the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway, an. important 
city on the northern bank of the. Yang'~ 
opposite Nanking, is a serious blow for 
the Cantonese.

“There can be no objection in demo- 
cratic principle,” he added, “to evoking 
the activity of a Senate, whose functions 
have been specially designed as a protec- 
tion for the rights of the people of 
Ireland.”

MORE FIGHTING IN 
' SHANGHAIL 
MANY KILLED. 

ATTEMPT TO CALL A 
GENERAL STRIKE.

SHANGHAI, Wednesday Midnight. 
About forty Chinese were killed, forty 

wounded, and eighty arrested this after- 
noon, following a pitched battle. between 
the Cantonese troops and armed labourers, 
within a short distance of the Inter- 
national Settlement borders, in the grounds 
of the Commercial Press, a large Chinese 
printing concern. 

Labourers numbering about two 
thousand paraded past the military head- 
quarters when the fight started. They 
surrounded the soldiers, and killed one and 
wounded four; whereupon the soldiers 
fired, killing five and wounding twenty 
labourers. 

The soldiers then turned machine gunt 
upon the crowd, killing forty and wound- 
ing a similar number. |

New Hampshire, in the United States of 

America—to name only a few examples—have 

profited. to the extent of hundreds of millions 

of dollars by campaigns to attract people. 

Ireland possesses many of the characteristics 

which have made these developments s0 

enormously successful, with its unusual 
scenery, great historic monuments, _— its 
splendid houses and parks and its unexcelled 
country for hunting, fishing and Chovting: 
The love of the horse is born in a large 
number of people. Interest in fox-hunting, 
racing and polo in the United States and else- 
where is greatly on the increase; and there is 
no country that can be compared to that of 

Ireland for all horse sports. The many fine 

places now empty, and never to be built 

again, are of great value, and should never 
be allowed to go to ruin, as some of them 
have in different counties, but should be the 
centres of happy country life, reaping the 
benefits to all which come when money 1s 
circulated. | 

The climate in Ireland for health and 
vigorous sports is far better than that in 
many places which are so much “ boosted.” 

Many people think of distant lands as enjoy- 

ing a wonderful climate because they are so 

much advertised, little understanding that it 
is the energy and enthusiasm of some 

‘booster’ that often creates the reputation. 
I believe that the Government of Ireland 

should establish a department to direct the 

development of the recreational and play-

It 
would entertain the world and warm its heart 
that a nation had the intelligence to realise 
how much sport and recreation everywhere 
are now demanded as a necessity for health- 
ful living.

The position of Minister of Sports, filled 
by @ man {te serve without pay) with under- 
standing of the world, with imagination and 
sup ried by the Government, could accom- 
plish a great work. Ireland has entered 
upon a programme to stimulate industry—a 
desirable thing to do, but a long, up-hill fight 
against great odds. Industry can only 
flourish with markets. England, Germany 
and the United States, with other nations, 
are at present engaged in trade wars. that 
are becoming more and more _ intense. 
Ireland's industries, with a limited home 
market, will have tremendous obstacles to 
overcome. Industry, too, cannot compete in 
world markets handicapped by the present 
taxation system. It is only necessary to 
know what has happened in England, where 
taxation has crippled industries, te realise 
that taxation forces large combines and 
withers smaller concerns. 

In a programme for the development of 
recreational resources, with greater possi- 
bilities than those of many parts of the 
United States, it should be appreciated that 
a taxation law which drives ple with 
income out of the country 18 killing success- 
ful enterprise.

GOOD. FRIDAY AND 
EASTER. 


THEIR OBSERVANCE. AS 
PUBLIC -HOLIDAYS. 


In a leading article, The Times 
observes:—There is a question whether 
such days as Good Friday lose something 
of their value for the common life by their 
observance as a public. holiday ; but of that 
value there can be no doubt in the minds 
of those who know the necessity of periods 
of recollection if the social fabric is to 
bear on it: the marks of depth and dignity. 

By itself Good Friday might suggest 
‘that this world could only be conceived 
as a vale of tears, and that any hope of 
fruition was inexorably confined to another 
‘and a subsequent sphere, but Easter 
redeems the potentialities of earth. If 
Good Friday warns that true life cannot 
be reached by half-measures, and that only 
on those who are willing to sacrifice ali 
lesser objects to the demands of truth. and 
reality will perfect peace descend, Easter 
brings the assurance that that peace may 
be entered into now. The two worlds to 
which man belongs are not successive, but 
intermingled. A readiness to abandon the 
more immediate world finds its reward not 
only in the future, but in a deeper under- 
standing of, and a more powerful grip on, 
the realities of terrestrial life. If it be 
true that by torture life tries the elected 
victors of her untriumpha)] triumphs, it 
is no less true that these triumphs are 
rea] and solid, and fruitful] not only to 
the elected victors themselves, but to all 
who come under the influence of their 
hidden sources of energy. In Christian 
tradition the thoughts of sacrifice <nd 
victory are inseparably interwoven. It is 
weakness, not strength, that refuses to face 
the contemplation of suffering. Suffering 
by itself is shocking, but if it can be 
seen in a context that gives it not only 
meaning, but power, the lower desires are 
mortified, the injury they inflict is 
expiated, and the whole being is raised 
to a higher power by conscious union with 
the inmost secret of the universe. 

These thoughts will pass through the 
minds of many, just because a cessation 
of work is combined with days that bear 
names charged with an unforgettable 
significance. If these Holy Days were not 
holidays, their meaning would be over- 
whelmed in the rush of enforced duties. 


INDIAN RELIGIOUS

35 PERSONS CRUSHED TO 
DEATH, 
From ‘Tae TIMES ” CoRRESPONDENT. 
HARDWAR (UNITED PROVINCES), 
W ednesday. 

Tragedy marked the fina] day of- the 
Kumeh Mela,. or Religious Fair, here, 
when, in the early hours, twenty men 
and fifteen women were crushed to death 
in the narrow streets leading to the sacred 
bathing pool. An elaborate system of 
barriers had been erected, and thousands 
of pilgrims had passed without incident 
into the pool under the supervision of 
the police. 

After 1 o'clock in the morning the 
streets became impassable, but soon alter 
dawh the arrival of a special train filled 
with pilgrims so augmented the crowd that 
it broke through a barrier. In the on- 
ward rush it was impossible to save those 
who had fallen and were being trodden 
under foot, but the mounted police soon 
cleared a space, and ambulances removed 
the dead. . : 

The crush was so dense- that officers 
could only reach the spot over the roofs 
of the houses, but they quickly got the 
crowd under control. At the last Kumeh 
Mela in 1915 twenty-three persons were, 
in much the same way, killed.

preparing the Budget estimates for 1928, 
which will probably be submitted to the 
Chamber soon after the re-opening of Par- 
liament, but it seems exceedingly doubtful 
whether M. Poincaré will be able to fulfil 
his undertaking to get them passed before 
the end. of the summer session.

The 
last estimates were based on the rate of 
150f. to the pound. This time he will be 
able to take the present figure of 124f., 
with the result that the Treasury’s liabili- 
ties for payments abroad will be much re- 
duced when considered in francs. The

Mr. Pethick Lawrence—In thanking the 
Prime Minister for his reply, may I take 
it that the Government intend to carry 
the bill into law sufficiently early next 
session so as to allow time for putting 
tha new voters on the summer register 
of 1928? | 

Mr. Baldwin—That is rather a difficult 
matter technically.

He questioned the deputation as to what 
Pembroke had been doing.in the matter of 
housing in recent years, and was informed 
that over 700 houses had been built during 
the last ten or eleyen years. 

Mr. Duggan agreed to accompany the de- 
putation on a visit to the slum area in the 
Pembroke district, with a view to investigat- 
ing the actual conditions of life there. 

Mr. Montgomery, surveyor,’ was asked to 
vray Beggar’s Bush Barracks, and report 

s to its suitability. 

THE BARRACK BUILDINGS. 

An Irish Times representative learned yes- 
terday evening that Beggar’s Bush Barracks 
are used as quarters for married officers, 
with a section for married non-commissioned 
officers and men. A small party cf so S 
is stationed there for guard yee es. 
barracks, the buildings have not been in aa 
for the last couple of years. Some time 
ago the Army School of Music was housed 

ere. 

There are eight large houses for officers, 
each of which could be converted into two 
flats of four or five rooms eich. Then there 
are 24 smaller houses for the non-commis- 
sioned officers ahd men, which would be 
ready for occupation immediately if the 
Government consents to transfer the place to 
the Urban.Council. There are three other 
large buildings with a total of about forty 
big rooms. These rooms could be easily 
turned into small self-contained flats. 

The situation would be ideal for housing 
the very poor. All the buildings are air 
and well-lighted. Severals large sn i 
rangles and some stretches of grass would 
form playing grounds for the children. Very 
little expenste would be incurred in the con- 
version of the places into dwellings, and the 
work would not be as extensive as that un- 
dertaken at Keogh Barracks when they were 
conyerted into workingmen’s dwellings. 

Mr. J. Montgomery, surveyor to the Pem- 
broke Council, inspected the barracks yes- 
terday afternoon.

NORTHERN LIVE STOCK 
SCHEME. 


THE ELIMINATION OF 


‘** SCRUB '' BULLS. 


The Ulster Live Stock Breeding Act, the 
object of which is to eliminate ‘‘scrub’’ bulls 


and to retain for breeding purposes only 
pedigree bulls, has, during the short period 
that it has been in operation, met with 
general success. In some quarters the 
scheme has met with adverse criticism, 
chiefly owing to the fact that it is difficult 
to evolve one satisfactory breed of cattle 
which will be suitable for the varying de- 
grees in the quality of the land’ in the North. 
What will suit the rich pasture land in the 
lowlands and valleys would not be a suitable 
breed for the small farmer in the hilly dis- 
tricts. The Shorthorn is the most suitable 
breed for the dual purpose of beef and milk 
for the greater portion of Northern Ireland, 
but the bill lands of Ulster do not produce 
enough herbage to nourish sufficiently the 
larger breeds of cattle to make them a 
medium of profit to the small tillage farmer. 

Mr. J. Gregg, Secretary of the Irish Moiled 
Cattle Society, 2 Victoria square, Belfast, in 
a letter to the Press points out that it is 
the desire of the Irish Moiled Cattle’ Society 
to produce from what remains of the native 
breeds bulls suitable for producing saleable 
stores, and cows that will give remunerative 
quantities of milk when fed on hill diet. 

A member of the society, he adds, is col- 
lecting a herd of twenty small short-legged 
Irish cows from Donegal, of the type that 
is capable of keeping in fair condition when 
grazing among hether, and intends to crogs 
these with an Trish mviled pedigree bull. 


STERILITY IN FERMANAGH 
CATTLE. 
EFFECT ON DAIRYING INDUSTRY. 


The Fermanagh Committee of Agriculture, 
at its monthly meeting, discussed the serious 
outlook in the county owing to the existing 
sterility amoagst milk cattle. 

Mr. H. Montgomery Irwin, J.P., raised the 
question, and said that the sterility amongst 
cattle in Fermanagh ‘would ‘have a disastrous 
effect on the dairying industry in the county. 
At the present they were living in rather 
a fool's paradise, because. in siy...months’ 
time the numbers of the future dairy herds 
of the county would have reached a very 
low figure.e Cattle, and especially dairy 
cattle, were of tar more interest to that Com- 
mittee than other agricultura) matter. “This 
matter of sterility should not be overlooked, 
and the Committee should take steps to give 
the owners advice. 

The cost involved to cure this sterility 
would be very’ small compared to the dis- 


| aster that might overcome the farming com- 


munity if this sterility continued. They should 
deal with the question at once themselves and 
ask the Government to make some grant 
towards the cost of inoculating: cattle. 

Mr. D. Ritchie, Instructor in Agriculture, 
said that if something was not done a great 
deal. of harm would come to the dairyin 
industry. He believed that a good deal could 
be done to remedy. this abortion. or sterility 
by, a discreet use of minerals in the food of 
the cattle. 

Mr. John Burns said that in his district 
(Derrylin) the farmers were blaming the 
bulls. He knew oné farmer with seven or 
eight cows, and there was. not one calf from 
them this year. He did not send his own 
cows to a »rize bull, but to an ordinary 
bull, and there were fifteen calves. Farmers 
were putting the whole blame on the bulls. ' 

Mr. J, Fawcett, J.P., said that the cattle 
were being treatéd for sterility by, «a 
veterinary surgeon. in this county, aad the 
treatment had met with great success. 

Secretary (Mr. W. H. West, J.P.)— there 
are dozens of farmers in the county having 
their cows inoculated, ‘so that it will not be 
‘necessary to spend public money on it. ' 
Mr. Ritchie (Instructor)}—Sterility ean be 
corrected by proper feeding. 

It was agreed to ask the veterinary  sur- 
geons to to the Committee the result 
of inoculations that had been carried out, 
and also to communicate.with the Veterinary 
Department of the Ministry of Agriculture.

VALUE OF BALANCED 


MIXTURES. 


The pig is the most etlicient converter ot 
vegetable matter into flesh. It is at the same 
tine the most. exacting in its demands tor 
properly balanced rations. Starchy 
coupled with protein, rich eoncentrates, pre- 
ferably of animal origin, form the best mix- 
tures. Fibrous toods cause’ impaired 
efficiency, lead to digestive derangements, and 
may even be attended with fatai results, as 
sumetimes happens with the feeding of. cotton 
ake. 
To devise rations which will secure high 
efficiency and at the same time provide for 
the utilisation of a large proportion of home- 
grown foods to advantage is a problem which 
it is the purpose of this article to facilitate. 
Even where plenty of skim milk is available, 
it is certain that more ecoriomical gains will 
be secured where a combination of concen- 
trates is used rather than depending on ap- 
propriate additions of skim milk to balance 
the ration. _An~allowance of two quarts of 
milk to every pound mixed grain renders the 
mash too sloppy, where custom has not 
adopted the plan of feeding meals and milk 
apart. 
More economical gains are made by the 
animals in the earlier stages of growth, as 
the following table (from ‘‘ Feeds, and Feed- 
ing,” by Henry and Morison), giving a digest 
of some 500 feeding experiments, will show :—

The table shows that for’ light medium 
weights the production. of 1 cwt. live in- 
crease requires the consumption of 4-4}. cwts.

Higher efficiency can be secured by feeding 
according to the standards given in a recent 
article, ‘‘ Why.

- The use of linseed cake in the quantities 
mentioned is favoured by noted feeders, and 
its use geduces by one-third at least the 
amount of skim milk. necessary to secure. a 
balanced ration. Its use helps to secure a 
better proportioned carcase, which is so 
désirable at all times, but particularly with 
those who are feeding for the pork market. 
There is no risk of undesirable softness in the 
carcase when the quantity is restricted to 
about 20 per cent. of the total meal rittion, 
The use of fish meal should be discontinued 
at within from three to four weeks of 
slaughter. 

The importance of allowing the pigs out 
for a short run on good paver cannot be 
too strongly emphasised. is may be sub- 
stituted by a daily allowance of fresh green 
stuff, such as rape, kale shoots, etc.; or, later 
on in the season, clover, which has advan- 
tages over the rest in that it provides bone 
forming ‘materials in addition to the vita- 
mines, so valuable in promoting growth and

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FARM NOTES FOR APRIL. 


During April the most important operations 
in the fields are the sowing of oats, grass 
seeds, and mangels and the planting of 
potatoes. Often considerable judgment is re- 
quired in the matter of tillage during periods 
of broken weather. Whilst thorough culti- 
vation is very important, it is bad practice to 
work the land when it is not in suitable con- 
dition. 

The following artificial manures are recom: 
mended for the crops named :— 

lor oats—From 4 to 6 cwt. per statute acre 
of a mixture of one part sulphate of ammonia, 
two parts kainit, three parts superphosphate. 

For potatoes—6 ewt. per statute acre of a 
mixture of 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia, 4 cwt. 
superphosphate, and 1 cwt. muriate of potash, 
with the usual dressing of farmyard manure. 
If farmyard manure is not available, the same 
mixture of artificials should be applied at the 
rate of 9 or 10 cwt. per statute acre. 

For mangels—9 ewt, per statute acre of a 
mixture of one part sulphate of ammonia, 
four parts superphosphate, and four parts 
nabiocitareh salt, along with a heavy dressing 
of farmyard manure. In addition, it is usually 
found profitable to apply, a dressing of 1 cwt. 
nitrate of soda per statute acre after thinning. 
The area under mangels in. Northern Ireland 
could, with advantage, be considerably in- 
creased, 

Sulphate of ammonia, superphosphate, and 
potassic manures may be mixed together, pru- 
vided the mixture is applied within a few 
days. The following manures. should not in 
any citeumstahces be mixed:—Sulphate «of 
ammonia with basi¢ slag, or nitrate of soda 
with superphosphate... 

The practice of manuring lea oats is not us 
common as it ought to be. Except when 
grown after NÁ mí containing wild white 
clover, lea oats, suitably manured, will ripen 
carlier, ‘the yield of both grain and straw will 
be ieweiel and the grain will be oí better 
quality... In-addition, damage from wireworm 
and. leather jacket grubs will be prevented. 
The cost of manures is more than repaid: in 
the extra yield produced. and the land is left 
in better condition and freer from weeds, 

In opéning drills for potatoes it should be 
remembered. that if the drills are made, say. 
26 inches wide, the yield per acre will be 
considerably heavier than if the usual width 
of 28. or 30-inehes is. maintained. .Experi- 
ments indicate that the tubers of almost any 
variety of potatoes‘ may be cut for planting, 
provided, that the sets. afe planted im- 
inediately after cutting: . If planting is: de- 
ferred for a few days after cutting the sets 
should be stored in a damp’ place so as to 
revent rapid drying. . The necessity for keep- 
ing different varieties pure is very strongly 
urged. H thé produce is intended fortseed a 
variety should not be planted in a field where 
another variety having tubers of the same 
colour has been grown at an interval of less 
than four years previously. 

Briefly, the best results are obtained: from 
maincrop varieties, The sets are planted “not 
more than 12 to 14 inches apart. 

While ‘the: importance of sowing only good 
quality grass .and  clover seeds has been 
emphasised, equal importance must be placed 
on the seed bed. H sown on a rough surface 
the smaller seeds, such as those of Timothy 
and the clovers, become deeply buried, and 
their chances of growth are destroyed. ' Before. 
the seed is sown the land should be harrowed 
until a fine tilth is obtained, and then: rolled. 
The seedsshould be sown on the rolled sur- 
face, lightly harrowed, and the land again 
rolled. 

Cabbages make ‘exceptionally good feeding 
for dairy’ cows in autumn and early winter, 
and the: growing of larger areas of this crop 
should be considered. The difficulty with 
most farmers seems to be the expénse of pur- 
chasing sufficient “plants” for dibbling in 
spring. - This difficuity may be avoided by 
sowing a small area with Early Drumhead 
during the last. two weeks-of April. The seed 
should be sown at the rate of 4Ib. per statute 
acre in drills—in the same ways as turnips— 
with a good dressing of farmyard manure, 
and the plants afterwards thinned out to 
about 20 inches apart. The dressing of artifi- 
cial manures recommended is the same as that 
for. mangels, except that the salf should be 
omitted. , 

Farmers outside scheduled areas should be 
particularly careful. when purchasing to see 
that the cabbage plants they buy have not 
been raised in districts scheduled as black 
scab areas, and so avoid the serious risk of 
introdueing™ this disease through the “soil

| “GARLIC FOR THE 
CHICKS: 


DON'T OVERFEED. 

Í wonder how many poultry keepers know 
of the efficacy of garlic as a preventive of 
gapes! . Rearing about 150. chickens each 
spring, we lose only six to twelve each year, 
often from accidents, but none'.from gapes. 
Indeed, so far the flock has never had: an 
attack of it, and I attribute: this immunity 
to the practice of giving chopped garlic in 
soft mash twice a day to chicks. The chicks 
love it, too, for, once thinking I might be 
giving: them too much of a good thing,’ I 
served them mash without the savoury green 
stuff, and, like the members of the famous 
Mustard Club, they publicly refused to “eat 
same. It was amusing to see them look for 
the green tit-bits, which they always picked 
out first, and, when none could be found, 
turn away in disgust from the meal. Of 
course, dandelions, onion tops and other fresh 
green food is useful, but the chicks seem to 
have a special relish for garlic; and as it 
grows wild in many parts of freland, and is 
undoubtedly a preventive of gapes, a more 
general use of it might keep down losses in 
flocks of chickens, and also turkeys. 

Another point to remember in successful 
chicken-rearing is “don't overfeed.” More 
chickens {and babies too) die from over- 
feeding than from under-feeding. Don’t feed 
for 48 hours after hatching. Then give grit 
mixed with a little good, dry chick feed, or 
fine bread-crumbs mixed with hard-boiled 
eggs (infertiles taken out of incubator). Mash 
with a fork, as this breaks egg-shell very 
fine. This may be given for a week, and 
then chicks are. fit for mash. Dry. feeding 
is ‘the easiest for busy rearer, but chicks 
grow more rapidly if given one or two meals 
of soft food. Every three or four hours ‘is 
often ehough to feed.

9 a.m.—Mash (pollard; Indian meal, bone 
and fish meal, grit), wet. with skim milk, and 
containing chopped garlic, only crumbly, “not 
sloppy ; too wet food often causes disease. 

12.30 p.m:—Grains—Chikko and pinhead 
oatmeal. 

4.30 p.m.—Same as 9 am; “ 

7.30 'p,m.—Grains as 12.30 p.m. 

Different’ houts. may. suit -other.,poultry- 

keepers better, and summer time will soon 
make a difference (for better or worse!); re- 
gularity is the chief thing. 
a Before letting chicks out I scrape boards 
and rinse drinking vessels, which must be 
kept filled. The excitenient inside . brooder 
-is thrilling ;: with.one voice they: seem to shont 
“Let's out,”. and when cthesdooriis operied, 
pell-mell to the feeding *hoards. ° 
chicks have a good appetite for breakfast, and 
also for lunch, tea, and supper. If much food 
is left chicks are heing given too much. As 
they grow older they will need more. Com- 
mon-sense and observation will tell how to 
increase food as required. E.B.

HOW TO. COMBAT IT. 


culóus fowls. If. the disease has spread 
through the flock and if the birds are not 
specially. valuable the best policy is ‘to lear 
ont the whole stock. All diseased ‘birds 
should be killed and the badies burned: as 
soon as the symptoms of the’ disease are 
noticed. The healthy birds should be’ re- 
moved to fresh, clean ground. 

The houses, says a leaflet from the 
Northern. Ireland. Ministry of Agriculture, 
should be thoroughly cleaned and disinia:ied, 
.and the contaminated ground dressed w= th 
fresh quicklime at the rate of two or three 
tons to the acre. Where the outbreak ‘is ‘a 
| bad one the ground thus treated should. not 
be, used for poultry for one year. . Where 
aes contaminated- ground “should be 
dug or ploughed and re-sown to grass. It is 
éssential that poultry houses should be dry 
and well ventilated, that they be kept. clean 
and frequently limewashed inside, and that 
overcrowding of poultry in the houses should 
be avoided. The house. should: be provided 
with ‘windows. on the ‘south side; sunlight 
destroys the germs of the disease.” 

“When buying fresh stock care should be 
taken that. they come from. healthy flocks. 
New purchases should be isolated for one 
month. i 
. When tuberculosis is 
poultry the food should be given in troughs, 
hnd never thrown on the ground, The 
troughs for food and water should be disin- 
fected frequently with a reliable ‘disinfectant. 

Poultry should be kept on fresh, clean land, 
and ought not to be allowed access to manure 
heaps or stagnant water. 

Losses from tuberculosis may be reduced 
by culling out and disposing of all unthrifty 
birds, and also hens after their second laying 
season. 

‘Careasses of diseased birds should be buried 
deeply or burned. 

Pigs should, if. possible, be kept: entirely 
apart from the poultry houses and runs, and 
from placés where they might pick up poultry 
manure, 

Poultry keepers should on no account sell 
pullets or hens from a flock where tuberculosis 
is know to exist. Such a practice cannot. be 
too strongly condemned. ' ,

THREE GROUNDS FOR HOPE. 


A late spring finds the dairying industry 
in Ireland halting between hope and fear. 


‘In a few weeks the creameriés in Saorstat 


have received that im- 

later « develops into a 
few months, at most, the 
co-operatives and such proprietors as still 
run concerns. of their own will have reached a 
situation of more than temporary importance, 
not only for the*season’s outlook but for the 
future of the whole industry, 

For there are in this year’s outlook certaiy 
factors besides the usual seasonal ones which 
require particular consideration. Not all of 
these are permanent, indeed, but some of 
them will have reactions extending over a 
large period of time. Of these, several are 
hopeful. “There is the projected marketing 
scheme put forward: by the I. A.O.8. in con- 
junction: -with.the Irish Creamery’ Managers’ 
Association, of which it is only necessary just 
now to state that, as the hope of makingya | 
start this year nears realisation, there seems 
at, least one solid ground for expecting an 
improvement in an important farm industry 
whose outlook was previously full of domestic 
difficulty. Then, too, there is the Govern- 
ment’s impending credit legislation. Upon that 
we think it is teasonable to congratulate the 
industry, thougi, of course, all such schemes 
are subject to the details being well thought 
out, to the country properly understanding 
how far legislation may help the industry, 
without assuming that farming operations can 
be conducted under the egis of the 
Oireachtas, and, further, on the individual 
farmer realising how to work co-operation 
and credit without personal loss of initiative. 
And then—this is the third cause for present 
hopefulness—there is the deepening recogni- 
tion in the national psychology that dairying, 
one of the most essential factors in farming, 
must have not merely sporadic but persistent 
help from the State. These. elements of 
hope may, and we think will, help to give 
dairying a good “ send off ” this spring.

The Competitive Outlook.

World market conditions apart (it is, un: 
fortunately, a big reservation) we think the 
prospects are definitely improving. The 
economics of farming are beginning to be 
understood and, however little it may 
mean to the man on his way to the fair 
with cattle to be told that the cycle of slumps 
and booms is being studied or an inter- 
national agricultural census is being planned 
(and even prepared for) in Rome, we are 
convinced that the scientific study of farm 
statistics, though it may not lessen competi- 
tion, will enable intelligent farmers to meet 
it. But we have a great deal still to learn 
in Ireland. Even if our breeding, feeding 
and marketing of live stock and dis- 
posal of their b -products (what & 
now ‘commonly called better farming «4 
Letter business) had progressed up to the 
highest Continental levels, there would stil! 
be a vast amount to do. We do not think 
the most is yet being made of our arable and 
grazing lands, or, indsed,.can be made of 
them just yet, by the individual stock-breeder 
—certainly, not unaided. We observe that 
the English agricultural census of 1925 has 
just been issued. A study of it should prove 
salutary for us, but we need more ate of 
our owa conditions. Unless the Department 
of Agriculture or some other body—would it 
come within the purview of the Civics In. 
stitute, for instance?—can do some intensive 
work upon typical farm regions in Ireland, 
how can we satisfy ourselves whether we are 
not trying to make two blades of grass grow 
where nature.and science can only produce 
one, or whether, on the other hand, those 
two might not be further multiplied’ The 
problem of the dairying industry, backed by 
milk records, is notonly how to fill the pail 
(and so the churn) but ba tó make the land 
pay. The farmer, unaided, can easily make 
it fail w pay. He needs every agency that 
can aid him if-he is to be so educated as to 
make it pay at its best. That is where the 
agricultural economist. comes in. 


26,000 LICENSED BULLS IN 
FREE STATE. 


4,866 REJECTIONS THIS 
THIS SEASON. 


The number of bulls presented for examina 
tion under the Live Stock Breeding Act át 
the, recent spring inspection was 11,747 
Licences were issued in respect of 6,881 bulls, 
while the remaining 4, were rejected as 
not of the required standard of quality. Since 
the Act camé ‘into o ation inf the Autumn 
of 1925, 33,500 bulls have been licensed, and 
ment of Lands 
and Agriculture that 26, licensed bulls are 
at present standing for service in An Saorstát. 
This, estimate indicates that there is approxi- 
mately one bull to every 50 sows and heifers 
in the country, so that, while in some dis- 
tricts there may be a shortage of bulls, there 
is a surplus in other areas adjoining, and 
there is an ample supply of bulls in the 
country generally. . Where additional bulls 
are required they may be obtained at reascon- 
able prices at the: numerous fairs and sales 
which will be held during the next few 
months in various parts of the country. Apart 
from licensed bulls, there is a large increase 
in the number Of premiúm bulls. It )s 
estimated that. under the schemes of the 
County Committees of Agriculture and the 
Department of Lands and Agriculture 
approximately 2,000 premium, bulls will he 
standing for service ‘this season, as against 
about four years ago.

TIN MINING IN BOLIVIA. 

Although there is already some British 
capital in Bolivian mining undertakings, it is 
considered that there is scope for greater 
activity in the development of the mineral 
resources of that country, and that the estab- 
lishment of large hydro-electric power plants 
would assist in reducing the present high 
production. costs.

BUNDORAN OPPOSED TO MOTOR 
REGULATIONS. 


Bundoran is opposed to the Free State 
motor regulations, which prohibit Northern 
hackney cars from entering the Free State 
without payment of the motor duty tax. In 
response to a resolution passed by the Urban 
Council, the Free State authorities have re- 
fused to relax the regulations in the case of 
seaside resorts; and, when the letter was read 
at, the monthly meeting of the Urban Council, 
Mr. Meehan said that as the letter read it 
closed tourist traffic to Bundoran. 

Dr. Flood suggested that they should ask 
their T.D.’s to press for exemption for Bun- 
doran for four summer months. They might 
get this concession, and pass a regulation pre- 
venting Northern hackney cars trom plying 
for hire when in Bundoran. 

This suggestion was adopted.
